But the materiel command Af Wright 
rield foresaw need for a differenj/and better 
automatic pilot. The company adapted Its 
peacefully Intended research experience to 
the needs of war. 

There seems no good reason why, It such 
an Innocuoua device as a heating control 
can be diverted to the business of destroying 
Germany, It will not prove equally feasible 
to convert at least some of the unpubllclzed 
new devices of war to peace uses. 

This would enable ua to live more com- 
fortably, more happily, perhaps more cheap- 
ly In the post-war age, Also, and of prime 
Importance. It should help to talte Up 8ome 
of the employment slack after the war la over. 

We have a right to expect that Industry 
will ahow the same aklll, aggressiveness and 
Ingenuity at reconverting to civilian produc- 
tion that it has shown it converting to war 
needs.

These brighter stars are seen en- 
tangled nmbng numerous fainter 
ones, many Just below unaided-eye 
vLslbiilty. Field glasses give charm- 
ing views of this group. When Just 
L high enough to clear the horlion- 
l hare, they truly become a "twinkl- 
ing starry host."
